In response to the Election of Species Restriction Requirement mailed April 19, 2005, 
Applicants hereby elect with traverse, Species I (a heat spreader having recesses comprising 
vertical recess sidewalls as shown in Fig. 1-15). Claims 1-6, 8-15, 23-28, and 30-33 are readable 
on Species I. 

Traversal of this restriction is based upon what Applicant considers unclear and incorrect 
criteria regarding the species delineated by the examiner. The original restriction cited to class 
257, subclass 666+, which includes LEAD FRAME (427/666), and which progresses to subclass 
427/677. In none of these subclasses can Applicant's counsel find taxonomy for vertical recess 
walls, sloped recess walls, or planar heat spreader. 

There are two criteria for imposing a restriction requirement. Criteria for restriction 
between patentably distinct inventions include "(A) The inventions must be independent; and (B) 
There must be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is required . . .." (M.P.E.P. § 803). 

Applicant considers the imposition of an Election of Species, without indicating where in 
the classification of the claims, the examiner has found the claims to include patentably distinct 
inventions. Accordingly, without a showing of patentably distinct inventions, Applicant 
respectfully asserts that there is no serious burden to examine previously elected claims 1-13 and 
23-33 that have not been indicated by the Office to be found in different subclasses within the 
classification system of the United States Patent and Trademark Office. Withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement is respectfully requested.
